LETTER from Captain Napier, on the Qualities of His 
Majefty’s Ship Erne.—With Two Enclofures. 


H. M. Ship Erne, Spithead, 
Sir, 14th April 1815, 

I BEG Leave to forward for the InfpeCtion of my Lords Commiffioners 
of the Admiralty, the Report of the failing and other Qualities of H.M.S. 
Erne, at the fame Time a Statement of the Size of her Rigging compared 
with that of other Ships of her own Size, merely furmifing a few Ideas 
of my own, formed upon actual Experience with much Confideration, 
which if it may pleafe their Lordfhips to adopt or even to make Trial of 
in this Inftance, I feel perfuaded that great Advantage will refult as far as 
relates to the Improvement of H.M.S. under my Command. 


By a Reference to the Sailing Report it will be found by her different 
Qualities that the Erne is a moft capital Sea Boat, that fhe fails very faft, 
going large or before the Wind, and tolerably well clofe hauled in a freth 
Gale, that fhe anfwers her Helm admirably in that Situation and is at the 
fame Time very dry. 


From further Obfervation, however, it is found that in light Breezes or 
moderate Breezes, either off or by the Wind, the Ship carries a flack 
Helm and fails very dull, and that even in a frefh Breeze on a Wind fhe 
drops to leeward much fafter than another Ship would, and at the fame 
Time is excefiively {tiff or {tands well up under her Canvas. 


Here then we have Two Defeéts, the one of failing flow, the other of 
falling to leeward. 


The Reafon of her failing flow is, that fhe does not, when under all 
Sail, fpread fufficient Canvas to force her through the Water; that fhe 
ftands fo well up under her Canvas is, becaufe fhe has a very round 
Bottom and not fufficient to heel her over; and that fhe drops to leeward 
is becaufe fhe has not fufficient hold of the Water, that is, from her 
Keel. 


That her Sails have not fufficient Power over her may be underftood 
from the following Facts ;—that fhe will carry he* Royals when another 
cannot; that fhe will carry her T.G. Sails over all Reefs when another 
Ship muft take them in; that fhe will carry a whole Mainfail, double- 
reefed Topfails, and M.T.G. Sail, when another Ship will have her Main- 
fail reefed and only One Reef out of her Topfails. Inftances of this Kind 
Ihave frequently obferved, and it is well known that the Ship never begins 
to walk (as they fay) until we begin to carry on when others doufe. ‘The 
Reafon is obvious, our Three Reets are {carcely equal in Power to any other 
Ship’s One; not altogether from the Size of the Sail, although in fome 
Meafure, but from the {mall Degree of Influence that that Sail has upon 
the Ship’s Weight or Shape of the Bottom in the Water; although it may

be nearly as large as thofe on board Ships of nearly ourown Tonnage. A 
20 Gun Ship and 429 Tons of about the fame Breadth of Beam, but 30 
Tons lefs Burden, is much heavier rigged than the Erne. An 18 Gun Brig, 
that is Two Feet more in the Beam and 75 Tons lefs Burden, is rigged far 
heavier in Proportion although not half the Sea Boat. 


I am confident that no Brig could have gone before the Sea and Wind 
as the Erne did, at the Rate of 11 and 12 Knots under Forefail and 
double-reefed Topfails. Another Ship would then have clofe-reefed ‘Vop- 
fails ; and when we were under that Canvas, and making equally as much 
Headway, another Ship would have furled her I’, and Mizen Topfails, and 
reefed her Forefail. Had our Sails been larger, we fhould have reefed 
fooner ; but when, there is no Neceflity to reef, but on the contrary every 
Neceflity to make fail, the Qualities of the Ship are loft for want of Canvas. 
In chafe of feveral American Privateers we dropped aftern for want of 
Canvas; and only in one Inftance we out-carried a Brigantine going 10 
Knots with Sky Sails, Wind a little abaft the Beam, but loft him in a 
thick Fog when within Half-gun-fhot. Thefe are {trong Proofs that the 
Ship is under-rigged in every refpect ; and it will be further feen by re- 
ferring to the Comparative Statement I have taken the Liberty to tranfmit. 
From the Shape of the Ship’s Bottom fhe ftands well up under her Can- 
vas, and even when light in a hard Breeze under a Prefs of Sail; but her 
Draught of Water is fo fmall compared to her Height above Water, that 
fhe will go to leeward. She floats two Streaks of Copper out of Water 
when ftored and provifioned for five Months and upwards, and with only 
the Proportion of three or four Weeks fhe is not then above fix Inches 
lighter. Here then appears to have been fome Mifcalculation on the Part 
of the Projector, otherwife he would have given her a little more Falfe 
Keel to make her keep a better Wind, or to caufe her to keep more hold of 
the Water. She has on board 60 Tons of Iron Ballaft ; to give her more 
with the Idea of bringing her down in the Water, fhe would no longer be 
fo very lively in a Sea, but would aa as if fhe was water-logged. There 
is no Ballaft before the Centre of the Main Hatchway, which is abaft her 
main Breadth. She requires to be brought down by the Stern, to make 
her fail either off or on a Wind, but by bringing her down by the Stern, 
you bring her Bone Foot out of the Water; the Confequence is that fhe 
will neither keep to the Wind or carry a {tiff Helm. What then is re- 
quired to make her keep a Wind and be down by the Stern at the fame 
Time? I fhould fay, an additional Foregripe of Four Inches, going off to 
nothing about the Cutwater, and to be continued aft to the Stern-poft as a 
Falfe Keel of 'wo Inches, and preferving the Ballaft in its prefent Situation. 
She requires no more Rudder; that even fhakes a little now when going 
Nine Knots, although reduced Three Inches when at Halifax: formerly it 
was almolt fit to tear off the Stern-poft when going Seven Knots. The 
additional Gripe will always be of Service; but the Falfe Keel will be more 
particularly ferviceable when cruizing with few Weeks Stores and Provi- 
fions; it will fave the Neceflity of filling Salt Water, which I have hitherto 
avoided from every Confideration. 


The Ship’s Lower Mafts are like Spindles in her, and in no wife capable 
of bringing her off a Lee Shore in a Gale of Wind, although lately ftrength- 
ened each at Halifax by a 42 Inch Fir Fih. 

* 
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The Mainmaft is quite crooked. In fact the Mats will not bear fetting 
up the Rigging. It would alfo be advifable to widen the Channels about 
Six Inches, and make the Hammock Nettings broad enough to ftow Two 
Hammocks abreaft. Then the Ship would be about Two Feet lefs Height 
above the Water, fhe would confequently hold a better Wind. The Ham- 
mocks would even then be 71 Feet above the Deck. 


The Ship has been built of green Timber, therefore the Water finds its 
way through innumerable little Cracks and Rents on the Decks, inde- 
pendent of the Seams. She is not weak for want of Timber; but it is 
the Manner in which that Timber is put together, and the Quality of it. 
The Mafts have been good Sticks in themfelves, but of too flender a Pro- 
portion. That they have not been overftrained by carrying on, may be 
proved by the Fatt that the Yards always held perfe€tly without com- 
plaining ; and it is evident that a Yard fhould never be able to carry 
away a Matt. 


In the Table of Comparative Sizes of Rigging, it will there be feen 
that the Erne is very much under-rigged, and I have confequently propofed 
a fort of Eftablifhment calculated partly from the Tonnage and partly what 
I know the Ship will eafily carry. It is the Shape of the Ship’s Bottom 
more than the Quantity of Water difplaced by her whole Weight in the 
Water, from which I would calculate the Quantity of Canvas, after having 
had fo good trial with Rigging calculated according to her Length and 
Breadth ; but the Erne is not even rigged according to her Length and 
Breadth, neither would I, on my own Principle, put in Lower Matts 
to that full Extent. The Deficiency is more in the Yards than in the 
Matts (if thofe latter were good or ftout enough). The Gallows alfo are 
too high and too flender; reduce them Six Inches, and the Boats and 
Booms will hold Six Inches lefs Wind. The Florida, a Ship only 60 Tons 
larger, is rigged more like a 28 or 32 than a Veflel of fuch Tonnage. 


Under thefe Confiderations, I beg Leave to offer it as my Opinion, that 
the Erne would be very confiderably improved by giving her Mafts, Yards, 
and Sails, according to my propofed Eftablifhment; to widen the Channels 
Six Inches; open the Hammock Nettings, and reduce the Gallows ; and 
to give her Four Inches Gripe with Two Inches Falfe Keel. 


With fuch an Alteration, I have no Hefitation in faying that the Erne 
would be. as fine a Ship of a fmall Clafs as ever went to Sea, and perhaps 
preferable Command even to a 12-pound Thirty-two.

HEREWITH we tranfmit to you for your Confideration, a Letter from 
‘Captain Napier of H. M.S. Erne, reporting the failing and other Qualities 
of that.Ship, and offering it as his Opinion under the Circumftances which 
he has aetailed, that the Erne would be very confiderably improved by 
giving her Mafts, Yards, and Sails according to the Eftablifhment which 
he has propofed in the Paper accompanying his Report, by widening the 
Channels Six Inches, opening the Hammock Nettings, and reducing the 
Gallows, and by giving her Four Inches Gripe with Two Inches Falfe Keel; 
and as this appears to be the ableft Report we have received on this Clafs 
of Veffels, we wifh you to adopt as far as you may coincide in them, the 
Suggeftions of Captain Napier; but we fignify that we donot think that as 
far as regards the Rigging Warrant, a new Clafs fhould be eftablifhed, but 
that the Erne fhould be rigged according to the Clafs to which fhe moft 
nearly approaches. 

And you are to return the Captain’s Report with the Papers.accompany- 
ing it, to this Office when done with.

WE return the Letter from Captain Napier dated 14th Inftant, with the 
Report of the failing Qualities, &c. of the Erne, and defire you will be 
pleafed to inform the Lords Commiffioners of the Admiralty, that in obe- 
dience to their Directions of the 17th Inftant, that we fhould adopt the

HAVING been out in very bad Weather lately, on board H. M. Ship 
under my Command, I beg to ftate that the following Alterations are abfo- 
lutely neceflary to render the Veflel effective and prevent the Danger of 
Jofing the Mafts in heavy Gales. 

ift. The Mafts require fhortening at leaft Four Feet. 
ad. An additional Falfe Keel of Six or Eight Inches is required to 
correct her leewardly Quality. 

In conjunction with the above Alterations it will be neceffary to take out 
25 or 30 Tons of Ballaft (100 on board), the Ship now poffefling fo much 
‘Stability as would force the Mafts over the Sides before the Hull com- 
plained, but which exceffive Stability renders her highly dangerous in 
never yielding to the Sea, and caufing to labour extremely hard. 

My Reafons for wifhing the Mafts to be fhortened are, that from their 
Tautnefs and the {mall Beam of the Veflel the Rigging has no Spread and 
confequently no Support, which in Addition to the Smallnefs of their 
Diameter has already been the Caufe of wringing the Mainma{ft Head when 
carrying Sail in a heavy Sea; and from the great Length of the Bowfprit 
and the Ship’s labouring, the latter has been {prung. 

I do not mean by requefting the above Alterations to infinuate a total 
abfence of all good Qualities in this Ship, but quite the contrary; and 
may be permitted to {peak by Comparifon. I have no doubt when fuch 
Alterations have taken place the will be much fuperior, particularly to the 
new Ship Sloops in failing, carrying Sail, and bearing her Guns higher out 
.of the Water.
